Truman Is Made 
Honorary OPC Member 


Former President Harry S. Truman 
was made an honorary member of the 
Overseas Press Club at brief, informal 
ceremonies at Club headquarters on 
April 2. At the same time, the OPC pre- 
sented him with the first copy of the 
Heirloom Bible as token of appreciation 
for his acceptance of the Club’s invita- 
tion to speak at the Annual Dinner. 

President Louis P. Lochner made 
the presentation of a ‘‘temporary’’ mem- 
bership card as the OPC’s eighth hono- 
rary member in Club Memorial Library. 
Dinner Committee chairman Spencer C. 
Valmy presented Mr. Truman with the 
Bible, which is being published by Haw- 
thorne Books. The Bible, bound in red 
leather, was the first presentation copy 
of the new edition. The second will go 
to the U.S.S. Saratoga, which will be 
commissioned April 15. 

Following the Memorial Library cere- 
monies, Mr. Truman was taken on a brief

hear former President Harry S. Truman 
Tuesday evening. 

Mr. Truman’s future son-in-law, Clif- 
ton Daniel of The New York Times, re- 
ceived one of the golden plaques for his 
press reporting from abroad. 

Making the presentation, OPC Presi- 
dent Louis P. Lochner assured Daniel 
that the award was not an engagement 
present, since all OPC ballots were in 
before Daniel’s engagement to Margaret 
Truman was announced. 

Miss Truman sat through the banquet 
with her fiance at one of The New York 
Times’ tables. 

Howard Sochurek of Life was the 
first winner of the Robert Capa award 
for superlative photography requiring ex- 
ceptional courage and enterprise abroad. 

The award, consisting of a gold med- 
al with a head of Capa, was established 
last year in honor of the Life photograph- 
er killed in Indochina.

Other correspondents who stepped up 
to receive awards were John Daly of 
ABC, for best reporting originating in the 
United States or United Nations on world 
affairs; Theodore H. White of Collier’s, 
for best magazine reporting of foreign 
events; and Eric Sevareid of CBS, for 
best radio interpretation of foreign af- 
fairs. 

John Day, director of news for CBS, 
accepted plaques for two of his absent 
staffers: David Schoenbrun for best radio 
reporting from abroad; and Edward R. 
Murrow for best television reporting of 
foreign affairs. 

The award for best photographic re- 
porting from abroad, won by Henri Car- 
tier-Bresson of Magnum, was accepted 
by John Morris. 

Subbing for Walter Lippman, New 
York Herald Tribune columnist whose 
work was judged best press interpreta- 
tion of foreign affairs, was Ogden Reid, 
publisher of the paper.

Mr. Truman characterized the foreign 
correspondent as ‘‘our main reliance for 
getting the truth through to the American 
people and building support for a sens- 
ible and workable foreign policy.”
